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| SCIENTISTS INVESTIGATE SPACE IN 


WHICH ROChETS TO MOON WOULD GO 


By RENNIE TAYLOR 


Associated Press Science Reporter 

PASADENA #—A band of. hot 
atoms somewhere betweer 60 and 
600 miles above the earth, through 
which rockets to the moon or the 
planets would have to travel, is 
being investigated by scientists 
with navy support. 

How this layer of atoms would 
affect space ships is not yet 
known, but the facts must be 
learned before earthlings will have 
a clear understanding of what they 
must contend with in inter-plane- 
tary travel. 

Dr. Franklin E. Roach, one of 
the scientists working on the prob- 
lem at the naval ordnance testing 
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station at Inyokern, Calif., told 
thesAmerican Astronomical society 
today about sétting up the first 
station in this country for inten- 
sive study of the layer. 


The station is on Atlas moun- 
; tain near Mt. Whitney, Calif., high- 
est peak in the United States. 
| There researchers train spectro- 
Scopes and light meters on patches 
of sky which contain no visible 
stars. They measure the amount 
and nature of light coming from 
the faint glow of this atom layer 


which is called the permanent 
aurora. 
The permanent aurora, Dr.
